DERER® IN ViCTORTA GAOL, 
Ching Cheong, alias Wong Chiu, who was 
under detention ictoria Gaol, ons charge of 
having committed birglary and marder at Num. 
tan, in the ompire of China, committed suicide on 
Tuesday, the 29th ult. His rendition had been 
applied for'and lo had beén committed by the 
Magistrate pending the orders of His Excollenc 
the Govornor. An inquest was hold on the 30t. 
ult. by the Coroner, Mr. H. BR. Wedehonso, and 
a jury composed of Mesurs. F. W. Koch, .0. 
Lang, and M. Sousa, 

John Jones, chief warder of Victoria Gaol, 
said—Decenitd was first admitted ‘vo the gaol 
ahout the Ist Septomber last as 9 rogue’ ana 
vagabond, and the warrant of hig detention 
on a charge of burglary and murder in the 
empirs of China is dated the 6th October, 
Ho gave his mame as Wong Achau, alias 
Ching Achoong.
